Such con-, 
trol is declared on all sides as "com- 
plete guardianship." 


Anti-government newspapers violent- > 


ly denounce the administration for its 
individual proceedurs without taking 
the reichstag into its confidence be- 
fore the summer adjournment. These 
newspapers charged that the govern- 
ment was responsible for allied finan- 
cial control without giving the repre- 
sentatives of the people a chance to 
discuss the question. 


Coalition newspapers defended the 


government, saying that without ac- 
ceptance of allied financial control 
the government stood no chance of 
getting either an indemnity mortor- 
ium or a long term loan.- 


Government officials gave out fig- 


ures to show: 1—How necessary al- 
lied control is, and 2—How futile a 
short term moratorium or a short 
term loan would be. The purpose of 
the loan would be to take over the 
monthly 
installments 
of indemnity 


which Germany must pay—each mon- 
thly payment totalling 50,000.000 gold 
marks, or $12,500,000. But in addi- 
tion to these payments Germany must 
render: 1,400,000,000 gold marks in 
goods; must defray the expenses of 
the British, French • and "Belgian and 
American armies of occupation; must 
pay the expenses of the interallied 
control commission which will supper- 
vise German finances, the guarantees 
committee and the restitution commit- 
tee; must make large payments under

NKW YORK. July 22—After years 


of diplomatic offensives on the part of 
our tormer associates in the w.ir and 
patient defense of our rights, America 
has at last won a great victory In the 
field of statesmanship, (.treat Britain 
has agreed to pay the interest on her 
war debt to the United States and is 
to send a commission to arrange for 
the funding of the principal. In other 
words1, after years of endeavor to es- 
cape the debt, she has at last finally 
acknowledged her obligation to pay. 


France is still holding out and try- 


ing to get us to come to some arrange- 
ment whereby she can exchange rep- 
arations due from Germany for what 
she owes us. But she will be obliged 
to fall into line, now that Britain has 
ceased to object. Others will come to 
the same conclusion In the end. When 
that happens one of the most distress- 
ing incidents in our diplomatic history 
will have been brot to a close in the 
right way. 


There are a great many pcpole in 


this country who think that, with our 
riches, we could well afford to forgive 
the debts which the Allies piled up to 
buy our munitions at the time 
we 


were in the war but were not ready to 
fight.' Many of our best financial ex- 
perts think the world would bo helped 
back to "normalcy" if we were to wipe 
off these obligations and get 
other 


nations to wipe 
out debts 
among 


themselves. 
But our Congress 
and 


Government—under Wilson as well as 
Harding—have refused to take such a 
view; and now that our statesmen are 
having their way. at last, it might be 
well to look over the circumstances 
surrounding this question. 


Tried to Make Us Ashamed 


Behind the struggle to get us to for- 


give the debts has been one of the 
most remarkable propaganda cam- 
paigns ever conducted against a peo- 
ple. The effort was to shame us into 
feeling that we had no right to re-
